Strong criticisms of the Utilities 
Board are contained in the report 

The committee was appointed fol- 
Jowing @ hearing before the legis- 
ative agriculture committee at the 
1037 regular session and which was 
followed by a resolution advocating 
@ probe. 


COMMITTEE NAMED 


Following the session, a special 
committee was named by Hon. D 
B. Mullen, minister of agriculture 
to investigate distribution of milk 
and other phases of the industry. 

Most of the committee was drawn 
from the members of the legislature 
the complete personnel being as 
follows: Rice Sheppard, Edmonton. 
ehairman; Waiter White, Edmonton 
and the following members of the 
house: David Lush, S.C, Empress 
Who acted ag secretary: William 
Masson, S.C. Wainwright, and W 
R. King, S.C., Cochrane 

In recommending formation of 
a board to direct distribution of 

milk, the committee urged that it 

work in co-operation with the 

Gairy branch of the agriculture 
department and that personnel 
should be “representative of all 
branches of the industry.” 


Tt was charged in the report that 
the Board of Public Utilities had 
neglected to make an effort to re- 
duce duplication of service. This 
the committee found, increased the 
cost to milk consumers. Many pro- 
ducers, distridutors and plant man- 
agers expressed lack of confidence 
fm the board, it is declared in the 
report. 

CONTROL REMOVED 


If the recommendation of 
special eommittee is adopted 
administration of milk distribut 
will be taken from the Utilities 
Board. 

Seven recommendations made by 
the board were: 

“Y—Owing to the lack of confi- 
gence expressed by certain pro- 
ducers, producers-distributors, and 
plant managers in the perso 
and the activities of certain offici 
of the present board of public ut 
ties, and with a view to regaini 
that confidence of all those con- 
cerned in the trade, and for the 
purpose of removing more of the 
difficulties of the industry, we re- 
commend:

GOVERNMENT INSPECTOR 

“That a government inspector be 
installed in each of the distribution 
plants within the control areas, 
whose duties shall be to weigh, 
grade and take samples for testing, 
and no product to de handled in 
any ‘way until such an inspector 
has completed his duty. 

“That these inspectors be moved 
from place to place so that a check- 
up be made on all concerned. 

“The decision of the inspector to 
be final in all matters under his 
control 

“3—Due to the over-abundance 
ants and equipment, and to the 
excessive amount of duplication of 
delivery service rendered by the

CONSUMPTION OFF 


The commission found consum 
tion of milk in Edmonton end Ca 
gery Was greater in 1636 than in 
1935 but that in both cities the con- 
sumption fell off slightly in 1937 
Consumption of canned milk 
according to Edmonton stores, had 
increased. In some instances con- 
sumption of milk was reduced be- 
cause of lack of purchasing power,

A communique from the Japanese 
Formosa garrison said i0 planes 
were sighted over the sea north- 
west of Formosa, heading eastward. 
(This would point them in the gen- 
eral direction of Kyushu.) 

Formosa counted eight dead and 
29 injured as a result of yester- 
day's attack. 


EYEWITNESS TALKS 

An eyewitness telegraphed this 
account of the Formosa bombard- 
ment to Tokyo: 

“The defence preparations, which 
had been rehearsed for weeks, 
worked perfectly. Some Civilian 
casualties came from people run- 
ning out to see the planes after 
they knew the raid was the reel 
thing. 

“The weather was clear and 
bright, but you couldn't see any- 
thing but mere specks in the sky 
because the Chinese planes were 
flying at tremendous altitudes. 


ALL SIGNALS SOUNDED 
“I didn't see the bombs falling 


Sirens, whistles and all raid sig- 
nals were sounded. First aid 
squads, gas cOrps members and 


firemen assembled at defence sta* 
tions

EVERY COUNTRY FOR ITSELF 

The immediate result of the change of course 
at London is that the League of Nations is now 
nothing but the shadow of a shade. What 
Mussolini and Hitler began, Chamberlain has 
finished. Britain and France have kept the or- 
ganization in being with some “pretence” of 
authority but some measure of influence. Now 
the form remains but the substance has gone. 
France will perforce follow Britain, and in its 
own interests make what bargains it can with 
the wreckers, 

Collective security is no more. The reality 
went out of it when Abyssinia was struck down 
by a fellow-member of the League. But while 
this remained the professed policy of Britain and 
France, there at least was an appointed rallying- 
place for peace-loving peoples and some hope 
of safety for the smaller nations. The rally- 
ing place has been abandoned and the hope is 
dead. Defied and defied successfully by out-law 
nations, and abandoned by its sponsors, collec- 
tive security has ceased to be even a pretence. 

Every country in Europe—and elsewhere—- 
must now look to its own strength, and make 
what alliances it can. “Sanctions” no longer 
means anything. The weak are at the mercy of 
the strong. The fate of Abyssinia has a meaning 
it did not have last week for Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, Austria, and every other little nation 
in Europe. Those nations are living in pre- 
war times, but without the “concert of Powers” 
which did more or less preserve balance and 
averted a general outbreak for generations. 

Perhaps the “concert” can be revived. It 
probably can be—on terms satisfactory to the 
dictators who destroyed collective security for 
their own ends. Perhaps the League of Nations 
can be re-built—on their pattern, But for the 
time Europe is back to the international politics 
of the nineteenth century, with “every country 
for itself.” and no restraint but force to curb the 
strong, the brutal and the covetous.

The value of trade between Canada and New 
Zealand for the first nine months of 1937 amount- 
ed to $20,367,836, an increase of $6,899,600 over 
the value for the same period in 1936, writes Mr. 
R. P. Bower, assistant Canadian trade commis- 
sioner at Auckland, in the current issue of the 
Commercial Intelligence Journal. 

New Zealand exports to Canada for the first 
nine months of last year, at $6,104,144, were up 
by $2,579,372 or 73 per cent as compared with 
figures for the same period of 1936. Increases are 
shown in 1937 for the majority of the items 
entering into the trade with Canada as compared 
with 1936, exceptions being butter, which fell 
from 2,268 cwts. to 208 cwts., and calf skins. The 
principal increases occurred in the following: 
wool, cattle hides, apples, sheep skins, tallow, 
and sausage casings.

Current Comment 


A REALIST 

Mr. Eden’s background and upbringing, the 
pleasure of every Conservative influence in Eng- 
land upon him from his youth on, his avowed 
affiliation with the Tory party, would all help 
to remove him from the category of the so-called 
idealist; and it is convincingly arguable that his 

lief in the League stamps him as a realist of 
the most hard-headed kind. The future will tell 
whether this hypothesis can be maintained, but 
there is certainly much to suggest that the Brit- 
isher who believed in the League was also the 
Britisher who believed in the Empire and in its 
traditional policies abroad, for in the post-War 
world the Empire could exist only by virtue of 
the guarantees of the Covenant, 

Collective security has been denounced as 
the assumption of major responsibilities by the 
British peoples who themselves were to get 
nothing in return. But this “realistic” condemn- 
ation neglected the fact that the British peoples 
themselves were to share in that security, and 
that without that guarantee it will be difficult 
if not impossible for them to maintain their hold 
upon possessions which extend to every quarter 
of the globe. 

In this sense Anthony Eden is a realist of the 
most hard-headed kind, and it may well turn 
out to be the case that the fuzzy and confused 
minds of the present day are those which 
acquiesce in the disappearance of Eden from any 
position of influence.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


MR. EDEN OUT 
The resignation of Mr. Eden as foreign 
secretary of Great Britain, ominous though the 
news may be, cannot be considered startling; 
for, looking back over the events of the past 
few years, these fall into a perspective which 
makes the immediate reaction to the news a 
great wonder that Mr. Eden has hung on as 
long as he did. What makes the news more 
ominous than it otherwise would be is the fact 
that Mr. Eden is a Conservative born and bred, 
reared and nurtured in the thought and tradi- 
tions of the English ruling class. Yet it is this 
young Tory who finds at last that he can no 
longer keep company with his cabinet associates, 
rather than any of the former Liberal or Labor 
members of the National government, who might 
naturally find their resting-place an uneasy one. 
It is Mr. Eden who quits, though our correspond- 
ent in London suggests that, in due time, he will 
be followed by others, and that a first-class 
parliamentary crisis may ensue. The absence of 
any opposition established on a wide basis makes 
one question if this surmise will be fulfilled. 
At all events, Mr. Eden is out, and it is 
necessary to make some attempt to discover why. 
Both he and Mr. Chamberlain, in their speeches 
displayed some reticence, but the facts about 
the known dissension in the British cabinet make 
it relatively to speculate accurately. Mr. Eden 
became foreign secretary at the end of 1935 when 
a great outburst of public indignation forced Mr. 
Baldwin's hand over the Hoare-Laval deal, 
which sold out both Abyssinia and the League of 
Nations. His appointment represented an attempt 
by Mr. Baldwin to persuade the country that 
Britain foreign policy would henceforth be kept 
within the framework of the League which for 
many years had been the proclaimed intention 
of the British government. For two years Mr. 
Eden has apparently been successful in inducing 
in his own mind a belief that British policy was 
conforming to this formula or, at any rate, a hope 
that if he were patient and persistent, he might 
bring British foreign policy within this compass. 
f t the belief that the government was bent 
on scuttling this policy, widely held and sup- 
ported by successive performances, inexplicable 
on any other theory, it has always been possible 
to point to Mr. Eden’s retention of office as evi- 
dence that these suspicions were unfounded. Mr. 
Eden is now out; and there is no longer any 
doubt, not only as to the particular matter which 
proved the breaking-point but as well as to the 
tendencies in policy which made the break ine 
evitable. 
The immediate issue—though Mr. Eden told 
House of Commons that there were other 
points of difference—is over Italy. Mr. Eden 
believed that no attempt should be made to reach 
agreement with Italy unless certain prior con- 
ditions were met by that country, including one 
calling for honesty of purpose in the withdrawal 
of volunteers from Spain. He believed, appar- 
ently, that a waiting game, backed by the grow- 
ing strength of British re-armament, would 
bring Mussolini to time; and this view is at least 
coherent and understandable from the point of 
view that an essential of British safety is security 
in the Mediterranean, an historic interest recog- 
nized as vital by a long succession of British 
g2vernments, and one the importance of which 
has been stressed again and again in 1936-37 by 
such divergent minds as the Conservative 
Churchill and the Liberal Lloyd George. Mr. 
Chamberlain, on the other hand, faced with the 
virtual coup de main of Hitler in Austria, appar- 
ently decided that it was now or never that an 
effort should be made to win Italy’s friendship, 
and that a settlement must be effected without 
delay and at whatever cost. 

It is worth considering what that price is 
likely to be. Hated and publicly denounced not 
only in Rome but by Hitler in his Reichstag 
speech on Sunday, Mr. Eden has been considered 
Public Enemy No. | by both dictatorships. He 
has now been thrown to the wolves, and his 
resignation has been hailed along the Rome- 
Berlin axis as a first-class triumph. It is prob- 
ably the first time in modern British history that 
a first-class cabinet minister has been jettisoned, 
virtually at the behest of a foreign power, and 
the only analogy that comes to mind at the 
moment is the forced resignation of Delcasse in 
France, thirty years ago, when the German 
Kaiser let it be definitely known that it was his 
wish that he should be ditched. 

If this is the prelude of the new foreign 
policy of Mr, Chamberlain, there will be deep 
anxiety on the Continent—not to mention the 
peoples that make up the British Commonwealth 

about what will happen next; and it is a safe 
prediction that, if events proceed unchecked 
from this baleful opening, it will be found that 
the pacification and general appeasement of 
Europe, proclaimed as Mr. Chamberlain's aim, 
will be achieved—in seeming only, at the ex- 
pense of permitting Germany and Italy to dom- 
inate the Continent as completely as if their 
armies had marched upon the capitals of a 
dozen countries. It may be that this is the def- 
inite purpose of the government, It may be that 
it has counted the cost and considered that 
British security can best be achieved by abetting

In searching for relief from constipation, it is 
well to consider the individual rather than the 
symptom. Almost any two cases of this trouble 
may be brought on by entirely different causes. 
For example, in one case the cause may be pro- 
lapsus, while in another case it may be incorrect 
diet. The treatment of the two cases would, of 
course, be different. 

Some of the principal causes of constipation 
might be listed in this order: 

1—A weakness of the contractile muscles of 
the intestines which should push the contents 
onward. 

2—An insufficient amount of roughage or 
bulk in the diet. 

3—Disregarding the normal impulses because 
of inconvenience. 

4—The habitual use of laxitives. 

5—Kinks, adhesions, or prolapsus of the in- 
testines. 

6—Spastic colitis, 

Many readers wish to know which foods are 
laxative and which are constipating. Strikingly 
speaking, no food can be considered in either 
class, although some foods are almost entirely 
absorbed and leave little residue. In a sense, 
these could be called constipating. . 

Other foods contain a large amount of bulk 
and these might be termed laxative; however, 
the roughness of the cellulose might induce even 
further irritation when ‘there is an irritable 
condition of the colon. For this reason, you will 
understand why it is so important to receive a 
correct diagnosis before starting treatment for 
constipation. 

Whenever a patient desires some means of 
relieving the constipated state in a temporary 
way, I suggest the use of the enema. The enema 
is generally more satisfactory than a laxative 
as it does not irritate the colon although it serves 
to bring about almost immediate relief. 

When you are told that the constipation is 
the result of a relaxed and flabby state of the 
colon you will find the taking of large amounts 
of whole fruits and non-starchy vegetables, to- 
gether with abdominal] exercises, will be pro- 
ductive of relief which will be permanent. Those 
in this class will find valuable information in 
my articles called “Stuffing for Constipation,” 
“Keep the Abdominal Muscles Developed,” and 
“The Lying Down Exercises.” 

If you notice that the constipation increases 
after nervous strain, or you notice that the tak- 
ing of raw salads or fruit skins produces irrita- 
tion, then the information given in my article 
on “The Spastic or Irritable Colon” and in the 
article on “Bulk-Increasers and Regulators” 
should be of interest.

Fortunately, the average case of constipa- 
tion will yield when the right treatment is 
started for it. I do not hesitate to say that many 
of those new troubled with this symptom could 
adopt a method which would bring lasting re- 
lief from thirty to sixty The severe 
cases usually require specific treatment pre- 
scribed after examination.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss Ann inquires: 
“What makes me have noises in my 
ears?” 

ANSWER—The main cause of ear noises is 
catarrah; however, some of the other causes 
are: High blood pressure, anemia, low blood 
pressure, hardening of the arteries, etc. Various 
ear disorders may produce this symptom. I 
suggest that you write to me and ask for my 
article on EAR NOISES, which will be sent to 
anyone who encloses one large, self-addressed, 
stamped envelope. If chronic catarrh is the 
cause, the use of the fasting and dieting treat- 
ment will produce relief from the annoying 
noises. 

QUESTION: Mr. A. C. writes: “I wish you 
would explain to me why it is that as a general 
rule we feel just about as well as we believe we 
are. For example, if I get up in the morning and 
believe that I feel bad, within an hour I will 
have a headache. But if I concentrate on how 
well I feel, within an hour, I will be full of pep. 
How does this mental influence work?” 

ANSWER—The effect you describe is 
brought about mainly through the power of 
self-suggestion. The influence of suggestion is 
more powerful than we realize. 

QUESTION—Mr. Thomas B. says: “My 
newspaper carried an item which stated that if 
we would all go barefooted for one month, this 
would cure our foot troubles. What do you 
think?” 

ANSWER—Going barefooted is of benefit 
because it allows for a normal action of the 
foot, but this is hardly practical. The best plan 
is to make sure that the feet are correctly fitted 
with sensible shoes.

the creation of a Pan-German Empire in Middle 
Europe, and the creation of a Mare Romanum 
in the Mediterranean. But if that is so, it will 
mean also that the apparent confusion and drift 
of British policy for some years past has now 
crystallized into a determination to pursue 
policies that are the negation of everything 
Great Britain—as understood by her own citi- 
zens and those who admired her from afar—has 
stood for in the past. This Great Britain dis- 
owns the Great Britain that drew the sword in 
1914 in defence of small European nations over- 
whelmed by militarist aggression; whose valor 
and exertions made possible the victory of 1918; 
that was a party to freeing enslaved people in 
Central Europe and creating nations to whose 
protection she pledged her honor; that for many 
years professed through the speech of every 
prime minister, every foreign minister and every 
public man of rank an acceptance of the prin- 
ciples of the League of Nations as the corner- 
stone of policy. 

If this be the will of the British people, now 
to be put to the test, there is to be a new Great 
Britain, dedicating herself to policies of isolation 
and cultivating, for external contacts, the tactics 
of prostration and retreat. It was a great British 
statesman who said long ago, foretelling an Im- 
perial disaster, that a great Empire and little 
minds go ill together; and the events of the next 
few decades—accepting this as the settled and 
accepted British policy--will give a new illum- 
ination to the continuing accuracy of Burke's re- 
marks. It will properly become a subject for im- 
mediate speculation, in Great Britain and else- 
where, as to what Mr. Chamberlain's policy, as 
it is worked out over the years, will do to the 
British Empire proper and to the British Come 
monwealth of Nations.—Winnipeg Free Press,

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Farm Land Values Remain Steady, Statistics Show 


$24 AN ACRE 
AVERAGE FOR | 


CANADA LAND 


In Past 10 Years Greatest. 
Decline Has Been in 
Prairie Provinces 


OTTAWA, Feb. 24.—For the 
third successive year average 
values of occupied farm lands in 
Canada was $24 an acre, the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics re- 
ported Wednesday in its 1937 
ourvey. 

The average value includes im- 
Proved and unimproved land, to- 
gether with dwelling houses, barns, 
and all other farm buildings. Aver- 
age land values in Canada have 
been declining since 1926, when 
they were $38 an acre. Low point 
of $23 an acre was reached in 1924 
Since 1934 values have remained at 


$24. 

Increases in average per-acre 
Yand values in 1987 were reported 
in Prince Edward Island. Quebec, 
Ontario and Manitoba, but these 
were offset by decreases in Nova} 


Scotia, New Brunswick and British 
Columbia. Saskatchewan and A\l- 
berta values remained unchanged 


PRAIRIES DECLINE 

The bureau said that in the past 
10 years, the greatest decline in land 
values an acre took place in the 
prairie provinces and the smallest 
decline was in Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick. Average value 
gn acre for Canada in 1937 was 65 
per cent of the 1926 average value.
